The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 27 and 3 3 are amended as follows — 
27. (Currently Amended) A method for dechucking a substrate comprising: 

projecting a first set of lift pins to lift a perimeter of the substrate a first distance 

above a surface of a substrate support; then 

projecting a second set of lift pins to lift a center portion of the substrate, the 
second set of lift pins positioned radially inwards of the first set of lift pins; and then 
projecting the first set of lift pins to lift the substrate to a transfer position. 

33. (Currently Amended) A method for dechucking a substrate, comprising: 

contacting a plurality of a first set of lift pins by a surface prior to contacting a 
second set of lift pins by the surface to lift a perimeter of the substrate with the first set 
of lift pins and a center portion of the substrate with the second set of lift pins; 
projecting the first set of lift pins a first distance above a surface of a substrate 
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support and; and then 

projecting the second set of lift pins a second distance less than the first distance 
above the surface of the substrate support. 

2. Claims 27-30 and 33-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or fairly suggest a method of dechucking a substrate comprising a first set of 
lift pins that contacts the perimeter of the substrate, then a second set of pins lifts the center of 
the substrate, and then the first set of pins lifts the substrate above the transfer position (above 
the substrate support regarding claim 33)
